"Veganism  is  abstinence  of 
11  animal  products,"  explained 
ohn  Rau.  Rau  is  a  junior  and 
las  been  a  vegan  for  quite  a 
/hile.  He  first  decided  to  go 
egan  with  a  best  friend  of  his 
0  make  it  easier  on  both  of 
hem.  Their  parents  were  not 
upportive  at  the  time,  but  their 
asons  for  changing  were  so 
itrong  that  they  knew  they  had 
5  stick  with  it. 

Rau  is  a  vegan  for  three  main 
;asons.  First,  he  supports 
inimal  rights.  He  believes  that 
le  way  animals  are  raised  and 
eated  is  cruel.  Second,  Rau 
rmains  a  vegan  because  of  the 
ealth  benehts  that  come  with 

All  the  foods  that  he  eats 
ontain  no  fat.  Finally,  the 


third  reason  for  being  a  vegan  is 
that  the  whole  meat  producing 
industry  also  produces  a  lot  of 
pollution  that  hurts  the 
environment.  These  three 
reasons  are  what  made  him 
decide  to  become  a  vegan  and 
what  keeps  him  strong  in  his 
daily  decisions. 

"1  try  not  to  be  too  preachy," 
Rau  said,  describing  how  he 
communicates  his  feelings  to 
others  about  using  animal 
products.  "If  someone  comes  up 
to  me  and  asks,  I'll  let  them 
know  what  I  think." 

Rau  does  not  have  any 
problems  associating  with 
people  who  do  not  share  his 
beliefs  and  he  will  not  force 
them  upon  anyone. 


"1  can  just  shop  at  basically 
the  same  places,"  said  Rau. 
Because  of  his  lifestyle,  Rau  has 
to  buy  different  kinds  of  foods 
from  what  his  family  normally 
buys.  He  can  shop  at  many  of 
the  same  places,  but  he  just  has 
to  go  for  other  products.  Prices 
are  comparable  to  the  kinds  of 
food  that  Rau  ate  before.  Most 
of  the  foods  that  he  eats 
contain  soybeans  or  products 
from  soybeans.  Many  dishes 
are  made  up  of  tofu,  which  is 
the  curd  of  soybeans.  Dishes 
also  often  include  TVP,  which 
is  Textured  Vegetable  Protein. 
The  only  necessary  nutrition 
that  vegans  do  not  receive  from 
their  food  is  Bl2.  Bl2  is  a 
vitamin  that  only  comes  from 


animal  products.  To  get  this 
vitamin,  vegans  have  to  take 
tablet  supplements  or  eat  yeast 
flakes.  These  can  be  put  into 
many  dishes.  If  the  body  does 
not  get  this  vitamin,  it  is 
possible  that  the  person  can 
become  anemic,  which  causes 
loss  of  iron  from  the  body. 

"A  good  book  about 
veganism  is  Diet  For  A  New 
America  by  John  Robbins," 
commented  Rau. 

Robbins'  views  support 
veganism  and  he  gives  the 
positive  aspect  of  the  lifestyle. 
Other  literature  on  veganism 
includes  the  many  cookbooks 
written  for  this  restrictive  diet. 
A  popular  author  of  these 
cookbooks  is  Joanne  Stepaniak.

In  1971-1972  personality  rating's  were  given  to  students.  The 
handbook  reads:  In  order  that  the  permanent  record  of  students  may 
be  kept  complete,  adequate  information  must  be  obtained  to  provide 
an  evaluation  of  each  student's  personal  attributes  for  colleges  and 
employers.  Therefore,  once  a  semester  each  teacher  rates  each  of 
his  students  in  the  following  areas:  motivation,  industry,  initiative, 
influence  and  leadership,  concern  for  others,  responsibility,  and 
emotional  stability.  The  ratings  of  any  one  teacher  are  not  re- 
corded. However,  the  average  rating  assigned  by  several  teachers  is 
recorded  on  the  permanent  record.         ■    ■    ;        .  / 

In  1971-1972  only  8  credits  were  needed  to  have  sophomore  • 
standing,  16  for  junior,  22  for  seniors  and  only  34  to  graduate. 
Compare  that  to  the  40  needed  now,  and  the  46  needed  for  the  class 
of  2004. 

In  1964-1965  Cheerleaders  were  chosen  by  Student  Council  and 
class  council  representatives.  Try  outs  were  held  for  varsity  and 
reserve,  but  it  was  the  Student  and  class  councils  which  made  the 
decision  of  who  made  the  team. 

In  1964-1965  there  were  dance  dress  codes: 

Formal  Dance.  Long  or  short-length  formal  dresses  for  girls. 

Tuxedoes  or  dinner  jackets  for  boys. 

Semi-formal  dance.  Short-length,  dressy,  late-day  type  dresses  for 
girls.  Dark  suits,  white  shorts  and  conservative  ties  for  boys. 
Informal  dance.  Casual  dresses  or  sweaters  and  skirts  for  girls. 
Sports  jackets  or  sweaters  and  slacks  for  boys. 

In  1964-1965  the  handbook  stated:  Since  chewing  gum  presents  a 
problem  in  keeping  the  building  clean,  students  are  not  to  chew 
gum  in  the  building. 

In  1964-1965  the  handbook  stated:  an  excused  absence  may  be 
granted,  [if  the  student  is]  exhibiting  at  the  state  fair  and  serving  as 
a  page  in  the  legislative  body. 

In  the  1971-1973  handbook  it  is  stated:  Juniors  and  Seniors  who 
wish  to  drive  to  school  must  on  file  a  parent-student  agreement  and 
a  receipt  from  an  authorized  motor  vehicle  inspection  center  that 
the  vehicle  has  been  approved  for  safety  parking  permits  are  not 
issued  to  sophomores. 

In  the  1971-1973  handbook  there  is  an  award  for  the  Homemaker  of 
tomorrow.  This  award  recognizes  the  senior  girl  in  the  home 
economics  area  who  displays  outstanding  homemaking  knowledge 
as  determined  my  an  examination. 

In  the  1980-1082  handbook  it  stated  that  any  student  caught 
smoking  would  have  to  attend  a  smoker's  clinic  with  at  least  one  of 
their  parents

Respect,  responsibility,  caring,  honesty,  courage  and  self-discipline 
are  the  six  highest-held  values  in  the  Washington  Township  School 
District.  In  effort  to  help  students  achieve  these  qualities,  the  township 
has  a  set  of 

rules  each  student  is  expected  to 
follow. 

"North  Central's  rules  give  me  more 
freedom  than  the  school  I  was  at  last 
year,"  freshman  Meg  Barnstead  said. 
"However,  some  of  them  are  sort  of  no 
brainers." 

Some  of  the  most  common  rules  are 
anticipated.  For  example,  there  is  a  2.0 
CPA  rule  for  athletic  eligibility  and 
participation  in  extracurricular 
activities.  There  are  also  rules 
permitting  students  two  days  to  make 
up  homework  after  an  excused 
absence,  rules  expressing  the  require- 
ment of  a  breathalyzer  before  school 
dances,  as  well  as  rules  prohibiting 
students  from  cheating. 

All  of  these  rules  and  more  can  be  found  in  the  Student  Handbook, 

"This  [the  Handbook]  is  our  Bible,"  principal  CE  Quandt  said. 

Also,  there  are  existing  policies  that  not  all  students  are  aware  of, 
often  because  these  rules  are  not  enforced.  For  example,  the  Student 
Handbook  states  loitering  after  the  bell  rings  at  3:00  p.m.  is  a  "serious 
offense."  It  is  common  to  see  students  in  the  hallway  after  school  is 
officially  over,  yet  no  punishment  is  dispensed.  Many  people,  including 
teachers,  are  not  exactly  sure  why  this  happens.  Ostensibly,  idling  in 
the  halls  is  not  harmful,  but  due  to  liability  issues,  a  teacher  or 


administrator  must  be  in  the  hallway  for  supervision. 

Periodically  rules  are  changed.  Major  factors  in  whether  these 
changes  are  appreciated  by  students  are  often  dependent  on  how  much 
class  time  can  be  missed. 

"I  think  they  [the  rules]  are  very  fair," 
resource  aid  Mrs.  Rosalie  Shepard  said. 
"Especially  the  one  about  not  leaving 
[school]  for  lunch.  I  know  what  would 
happen.  Some  of  the  "accessing,  uploading, 
downloading  or  distributing  defamatory, 
abusive,  obscene,  profane,  sexually  oriented, 
threatening,  harassing, 
racially  offensive,  illegally  discriminatory, 
or  other  illegal  materials." 

The  rules  that  have  met  the  most 
challenge  this  year  are  rules  pertaining  to 
the  dress  code.  An  added  rule  this  year 
maintains  that  if  anyone  is  caught  with 
"undone  belts,"  they  will  be  issued  a  piece 
of  rope  they  must  wear  the  rest  of  the  day. 
Further,  if  a  student  wears  anything  making 
shoulders  visible,  they  are  issued  a  shirt 
from  the  school  that  they  must  pay  for. 

"The  dress  code  violates  our  Constitutional  rights,"  Barnstead  said. 
"The  most  ridiculous  rule  is  we  aren't  allowed  to  wear  tank  tops. 
What's  up  with  that?" 

According  to  Policy  41 18.23,  it  is  evident  that  the  above  rules  are  in 
effect  because  "the  district  and  its  schools  share  this  responsibility  in 
areas  of  heath,  safety,  cleanliness  of  person  and  apparel,  and  overall 
department."

"The  idea  of  a  Fern  and  its

Headaches,  nausea,  sniffles,  the  common  cold,  flu-srcknesses: 
most  students  have  had  to  deal  with  them,  but  rarely  on  a  daily  basis 
like  school  nurses,  Mary  O'Connor  and  Susan  Heckler 

"Based  on  pure  numbers,  I  would  have  to  say  the  health  center  is 
definitely  one  of  the  most  popular  locations  at  NC,"  nurse  Heckler 
said.  "Our  busiest  time  of  the  day  is  almost  always  between  10:30  to 
1 :30,  which  are  the  lunch  hours.  Many  students  come 
down  to  take  their  medications  during  this  time  as  well 
as  the  usual  ones." 

On  most  occasions,  the  nurses  have  to  juggle 
seeing  students,  giving  out  medications,  calling  parents 
and  deciding  which  students  are  truly  sick  and  those 
who  need  to  be  sent  back  to  class,  especially  when 
only  one  nurse  is  on  duty 

"Faking  illnesses  is  one  of  our  biggest  problems, 
especially  with  seniors  who  get  a  strong  case  of 
senioritis  on  Fridays,"  Heckler  said.  "Most  of  the 
times  it  is  pretty  obvious  though.  Students  will  come 
in  complaining  of  either  headaches  or  stomach 
problems,  but  never  give  specifics.  That's  always  an 
immediate  tip  off " 

The  health  center  also  keeps  a  record  of  each 
students'  visit  to  the  health  center  which  includes 
symptoms  and  other  information.  This  way,  the  nurses 
know  immediately  who  has  students  have  come  down 
with  repeat  "illnesses"  and  do  not  have  any  medication 
stocked  with  the  nurses. 


The  health  center  can  also  be  not  only  a  popular  place,  but  also 
an  action-  packed  location. 

"Most  people  would  be  surprised  how  many  seizures  occur  on  a 
regular  basis  at  NC,"  Heckler  said.  "We  have  also  had  a  teacher 
fall  off  a  ladder  once  and  a  young  man  hit  square  in  the  nose  with 
a  baseball  bat  We  usually  always  call  91 1  immediately  for  these 

kind  of  situations,  especially 
seizures." 

Although  taking  advantage 
of  the  health  center  is  not 
considered  to  be  a  big  issue 
among  the  student  body,  it  is 
important  to  realize  the 
problems  that  are  created  when 
doing  so. 

"Everything  would  run 
much  more  smoothly  here  it 
we  knew  for  sure  all  the 
students  coming  in  were 
actually  sick,"  Heckler  said 
"My  main  concern  though  is 
not  the  heavy  traffic,  but  just 
the  fact  that  students  do  not 
realize  that  when  they  skip 
class  they  cannot  learn  so,  they 
are  just  hurting  themselves  by 
not  being  in  class."

Cid  McNeilly,  another 


school  board  member,  agreed 
that  rules  should  not  be 
changed  and  North  Central  is 
providing  students  with  the  only 
thing  promised-  education. 

"The  part  I  struggle  with  is  that 
to  me,  it's  not  consistent  with 
social  promotion,"  she  said. 
"Our  goal  and  first  purpose  is 
education.  And  to  me,  this  is  a 
false  sense  of  achievement." 

"The  only  thing  we  can  do  is 
get  them  along  in  a  particular 
area,"  school  board  President 
Ann  Shaffer  said. 

The  meeting  was  definitely  a 
clashing  of  opinions.  Other 
attendees  of  the  meeting  agree 
that  the  ISTEP  exam  holds  too 
much  weight  in  that  it  deter- 
mines whether  one  can  gradu- 
ate or  not.  The  issue  is  not 
whether  these  vocational 
students  can  graduate  though-it 
is  it  they  will  be  allowed  to 
participate  in  commencement 
and  celebrate  their  achieve- 
ments with  the  rest  of  their 
class. 

"We're  letting  everything  be 
weighed  on  a  test,  and  I  think 
that's  wrong,"  school  board 


member  Bill  Hammel  said. 

Several  teachers  agree  that 
these  students  should  be 
recognized  for  their 
accomplishments  instead  of 
being  excluded  because  they 
have  not  yet  passed  ISTEP. 

"My  heart  aches  for  these 
kids  because  they're  trying  so 
hard  and  achieving  so  much," 
Jill  Lyday  said.  "Many  Of  their 
cohorts  dropped  out  long 
ago." 

"I  think  what  we're  saying  is 
that  we  can't  measure  a 
group  of  students  using  the 
same  standard,"  Lynn  Slivka 
said.  "There  is  no  other 
honorable  method  for  these 
kids  to  exit  [high  school]." 

No  formal  motion  to  vote  on 
the  matter  was  ever  proposed 
by  the  school  boards  there- 
fore they  will  adhere  to  their 
decision  not  to  allow  these 
eight  students  to  participate  in 
commencement  ceremony. 
The  school  board,  however, 
has  voted  to  award  them  the 
privilege  of  attending  certain 
senior  activities  such  as  Grad 
Dance  and  Blast  Off.

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During  the  summer,  DePauw  University  hosted  a  program  sponsored  by  an  EH  Lilly 
ind  Company  endowment.  This  program  allowed  students  from  all  over  Indiana  to  live 
he  college  experience  while  learning  what  colleges  expect  from  them.  The  focus  of  the 
jrogram  was  directed  towards  students  that  were  not  sure  how  to  choose  their  college 
ind  it's  curriculum. 

"I  learned  what  colleges  look  at  the  most,"  senior  Eva  Jansen  recalls.  "I  also  learned 
low  to  find  a  college  that  fits  you  (the  student),  not  just  what  your  grades  are."

During  the  program,  there  was  a  college  fair  where  other  college  representatives  proved 
heir  information  factual. 

"I  feel  that  I  know  that  there  are  people  out  there  that  care  a  whole  lot  for  our  future 
ind  they  want  us  to  do  our  best,"  senior  Rebecca  Boswell  said  confidently. 

The  participants  were  placed  in  groups  containing  about  1 5  people  from  different 
ocations  in  the  state  of  Indiana.  They  worked  together  to  win  competitions.  The 
ivinners  of  the  competitions  received  various  awards  and  prizes.  The  team  also  worked 
ogether  to  help  each  other  understand  what  each  session  was  emphasizing  by  applying 
eal  life  situations. 

"My  most  memorable  moment  was  winning  a  contest  (with  my  team)  for  $100," 
Soswell  expresses.  "You  can  believe  that  I  spent  it  all  too." 

The  program  was  not  all  work.  There  was  also  plenty  of  free  time  that  allowed  all  of 
he  students  to  get  to  know  their  peers  outside  of  their  assigned  groups.  The  students 
ilso  had  roommates  that  did  not  attend  their  high  school  so  that  they  would  become 
amiliar  with  the  other  students.

Imagine  you're  a  student  who  is  stuggling  in  your 
classes.  Maybe  you  just  have  a  problem  in  one  subject, 
or  maybe  you  are  from  another  country  and  need  help 
learning  the  language   Either  way,  the  Learning  Center 
offers  assistance  for  students  struggling  m  their  classes. 
Other  ways  students  can  find  help  is  through  study 
groups,  the  Information  Center,  and  peer  tutoring. 

"The  Learning  Center  is  in  its  1  3th  year.  It  began  as 
a  program  for  some  freshmen  students  recommended  by 
middle  schools.  They  needed  a  place  where  anyone 
could  go  to  get  help,  and  it  expanded  from  there,"  Mrs. 
Lynn  Slivka,  who  runs  the  center,  said. 

The  Learning  Center  has  proved  to  be  an  effective 
tool  in  helping  students  improve  their  academic 
performances.  It  offers  assistance  by  Mrs.  Ayres,  a 
reading  specialist,  Mrs.  Slivka,  and  a  part-time  aide. 
Students  in  National  Honor  Society  also  peer  tutor 
there  after  school. 

"Research  shows  it  has  had  a  positive  effect.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  students  who  come  on  a  regular  basis  show 
improved  grades.  It  is  a  homebase  for  people  who  learn 
another  language  before  English  as  well  as  new  students 
adjusting  to  the  curriculum,"  Slivka  said. 

Slivka  is  pleased  with  the  way  the  Learning  Center 
has  developed  over  time.  She  enjoys  working  with  the 
students  and  doesn't  mind  at  all  when  people  seek  her 
assistance. 

"1  like  to  see  students  I  teach  progress  over  a  period 
of  four  years,"  Slivka  said 

The  Learning  Center  is  not  only  a  place  for  people 
who  need  extra  help   Students  go  there  to  take  make- 
up tests  and  get  supplementary  books  and  articles  for 
assistance.  Its  biggest  asset, 


however,  is  the  tutors  Many  are  teachers  or  subject-area 
specialists.  Students  of  all  varieties  seek  help  there. 

"I  feel  good  about  the  diversity.  Students  at  all  grade 
levels  and  ability  levels  use  the  center,"  Slivka  said. 

The  Learning  Center  is  not  the  only  place  students  can 
find  help.  Some  teachers  have  their  students  form  study 
groups  to  work  on  projects  and  assist  one  another  Mrs.  Jill 
Lyday  has  her  AP  junior  English  class  form  study  groups. 

"Mrs.  Lyday's  groups  help  the  students  to  grasp  a  much 
stronger  understanding  of  the  little  details  and  of  the  big 
picture.  They  also  allow  us  to  hear  many  interpretations, 
thus  either  changing  ours  or  strengthening  them,"  junior 
John  Glennan  said. 

There  are  disadvantages  to  working  in  these  study 
groups,  however. 

"They  put  our  class  well  behind  the  others.  Mrs. 
Mifflin's  class  is  a  few  units  ahead  of  us.  We  just  got 
finished  with  The  Crucible,  while  Mrs.  Mifflin  finished  it 
nearly  a  month  ago,"  Glennan  said. 

Other  resources  are  also  available  to  students  who 
need  help. 

"1  get  help  from  the  library,  because  it  has  lots  of 
resources,"  freshman  Hillary  Friedman  said 

For  students  who  don't  want  assistance  from  the 
school,  other  options  include  outside  libraries  and  any 
other  resources  available  at  home. 

"I  usually  go  to  my  parents.  They're  really  smart  and 
they  understand  the  things  I  bring  to  them,"  freshman 
Kristen  Bein  said. 

When  all  else  fails,  teachers  are  always  available  to 
guide  students 

"Whenever  1  have  a  question,  they  are  very  patient," 
Bein  said.

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Fitness  Ahead

Many  students  play  after  school  sports  and  exercise 
on  their  own  to  stay  in  shape.  However,  NC  offers 
many  classes  that  provide  opportunities  for  students  to 
improve  their  fitness  levels   These  offerings  range  from 
P  E.,  which  IS  required,  to  electives  such  as  aerobics  and 
weight  training.  Students  take  these  classes  for  a 
variety  of  reasons. 

"I  took  weight  training  to  get  in  shape   I  needed 
another  elective  and  I  like  working  out,"  senior  Missy 
Scott  said 

While  girls  often  take  athletic  classes  to  slim  down, 
many  males  take  them  to  bulk  up  and  add  muscle 

"I'm  scrawny,  I  need  to  build  up,"  sophomore  Isaac 
McLaurin  said. 

There  are  varieties  even  \n  the  weight  training 
classes.  For  students  wishing  to  become  frt,  there  are 
normal  weight  training  classes.  For  athletes,  there  are 
athletic  weight  training  classes  for  each  gender 
Coaches  often  encourage  or  even  require  that  their 
athletes  enroll  in  these  classes  to  help  improve  athletic 
performance 

"I  took  weight  training  to  get  stronger  for  the 
footl^all  season,"  senior  Angelo  Martinez  said. 


According  to  the  football  player,  it  helped  him  improve. 

Aerobics  classes  involve  more  cardiovascular  fitness  and 
are  generally  not  taken  in  order  to  gain  weight  or  bulk  up. 
The  majority  of  the  enrollment  in  these  classes  is  female. 

"I  wanted  to  get  thin  and  make  sure  I  could  walk  up  the 
stairs  without  panting,"  senior  Lizzie  Schneider  said. 

Students  take  these  classes  for  a  variety  of  reasons, 
from  maintaining  fitness  to  simply  filling  an  opening  on  a 
schedule   Most  agree  that  they  are  a  nice  break  from  the 
monotony  of  a  strictly  academic  schedule.  Another  option 
for  students  who  want  to  be  involved  in  athletics  is  advance 
P.E. 

"I  took  advanced  P.E  because  it  sounded  fun  and  I  didn't 
want  to  have  two  study  halls,"  senior  Jill  Roberts  said  "1  do 
have  to  do  work  for  the  athletics  office.  Sometimes  they 
make  me  go  outside  and  it's  cold  " 

Upper  level  fitness  courses  are  generally  offered  only 
after  students  have  completed  P.E.,  the  required  fitness  class. 
This  is  generally  taken  as  a  freshman,  however,  it  can  be 
taken  any  year  but  is  necessary  for  graduation 

"P.E,  IS  cool,"  freshman  Aaron  Lake  said.  "We  haven't 
done  anything  but  football  and  tennis,  though."

Sky's  the 
Limit

Students'  lives  are  full  of  new  activities,  experiences  and 
opportunities.  Amidst  all  the  distractions,  many  fee!  too 
overwhelmed  to  put  forth  their  best  efforts  in  school  work 
However,  others  manage  to  maintain  a  high  grade  point 
average  in  spite  of  extracurricular  involvement.  The  top  25 
students  in  each  grade  are  honored  after  first  semester  each 
year.  Some  students,  like  9th-ranked  senior  Aashia  Bade, 
say  their  class  ranks  are  the  result  of  hard  work  and 
motivation. 

"1  like  to  challenge  myself, "  Bade  said     I  hate  it  when 
people  think  of  me  as  a  supersmart  person  instead  of 
someone  who  works  really  hard. " 

The  general  consensus  among  highly  ranked  students  is 
that  doing  their  homework  and  setting  priorities  are  crucial 
to  academic  success.  Because  they  are  usually  involved  in 
many  activities,  students  who  have  academic  success  find  a 
way  to  achieve  balance. 

"I  am  president  of  NHS  (National  Honor  Society), 
Spanish  Honor  Society  vice-president,  and  I  was  involved  in 
Junior  Spec,"  Bade  said.  "I  compensate  by  having  boring 
weekends  sometimes  and  staying  up  late  to  get  everything 
completed." 

Fourth-ranked  junior  Elspeth  Larson  also  sometimes 
struggles  to  manage  her  coursework  on  top  of 
extracurriculars. 

"I  have  band  stuff  sometimes,  and  that  keeps  me  late," 
i  Larson  said.  "I  try  to  get  my  homework  done  when  I  get 
home  in  a  timely  fashion." 

Jobs  can  also  interfere  with  academic  performance.  Some 
students  can  handle  both,  however. 

"I  have  a  job  I  go  to  every  day  after  school,"  1 5th-ranked 
senior  Diana  Leonardo  said  "I  just  try  to  finish  my 


homework  and  not  get  behind." 

One  problem  top-ranked  students  face  is 
judgement  by  their  peers.  Some  automatically 
assume  that  a  high  class  rank  means  that  the  student 
does  nothing  besides  study 

"My  friends  are  proud,"  Bade  said.  "Sometimes 
people  who  don't  really  know  me  will  make 
assumptions.  They  think  I'm  just  a  really  smart 
person  " 

Leonardo  does  not  think  her  class  rank  plays  a 
very  big  role  in  her  interaction  with  people. 

"It's  just  not  something  you  bring  up  with 
people,"  Leonardo  said.  "I  guess  they're  impressed, 
but  it  doesn't  come  up  that  often   Some  people  do 
make  judgements  based  on  stereotypes,  which  is 
annoying" 

Larson  also  didn't  feel  her  class  rank  made  a  great 
impact  on  her  social  life 

"People  are  just  like,  'wow,  you're  smart,"  Larson 
said 

Most  of  the  time,  top  25  students  are  just  normal 
students  with  the  same  amount  of  extracurricular 
and  social  activities  as  others  They  manage  to 
maintain  a  balance  between  schoolwork  and 
involvement  that  is  difficult  to  achieve.  The 
ceremony  to  celebrate  these  hard-working  students 
is  held  after  first  semester.  Most  of  them  don't  look 
forward  to  it,  however 

"The  ceremony  is  the  worst  part  of  being  in  the 
top  25,"  Larson  said.

Downward  Spiral

North  Central  offers  what  seems  like  enough 
awards  for  everyone  in  the  school.  However,  it 
does  not  offer  awards  of  any  kind  for  cheating, 
truancy  or  fighting.  There  is  no  "Plagerizer  of  the 
Year"  recognized,  nor  is  there  a  "Least  Seen  in 
Class"  to  be  noticed.  There  is  no  "Heavy  Weight 
Champion"  crowned  annually 

These  hidden  factors  are  all  part  of  the  other 
side  of  the  academic  story,  where  cheating  is 
plentiful 

"1  think  students  resort  to  cheating  because 
they  are  lacking  in  self  confidence  and  in 
preparation,"  principal,  Mr.  Quandt,  said. 

Students  agree  that  in  most  cases  of  cheating,  it 
is  a  last  resort  due  to  procrastination  or  disorgani- 
zation. However,  the  trick  is,  not  to  get  caught. 

"We've  had  very  few  reports  of  cheating.  Its  a 
hopeful  deterrent  because  we  don't  want  to  have 
to  invoke  it  [the  punnishment],"  Quandt  said. 

The  policy  on  cheating,  though  very  harsh, 
may  not  cause  students  to  discontinue  their  ways, 
but  only  cause  them  to  be  more  careful. 

"I  think  the  policy  is  more  for  punishing 
students  who  cheat  on  tests  and  quizzes,  not  every 
day  assignments,"  junior  Jessica  Fogle  said 

Contrary  to  the  "Saved  By  the  Bell "  cliche  of 
the  "answers  on  the  bottom  of  the  shoe"  trick, 
most  cheating  in  school  today  is  for  incomplete 
homework.  Many  students  would  not  consider 
cheating  on  a  test  for  fear  of  the  consequences. 

"The  first  time  [a  student  is  caught  cheating] 
they  receive  a  zero  on  that  assignment.  We  notify 
the  assistant  principal  and 


the  parents  as  well.  The  second  time,  no  matter 
what  class,  the  student  is  withdrawn/failed  from 
the  class,"  Quandt  explains. 

Another  option  students  consider  when  they 
are  not  prepared  for  class  is  the  Holding  Cell  in 
Bl  18  Normally,  students  enter  this  room  when 
they  have  been  late  to  class  so  that  they  are 
accounted  for  within  the  school.  On  some 
occasions,  students  will  purposly  be  late  to  class  in 
order  to  aviod  having  to  fail  a  quiz,  or  receive  a 
zero  on  an  assignment.  In  the  holding  cell,  a 
student  can  receive  75%  credit  for  the  days  work 
if  completed  by  the  next  day. 

"1  can  tell  a  difference  between  the  students 
who  come  in  after  being  late  and  those  who 
purposly  skip  class  by  the  excuses  they  give  for 
being  late  and  the  time  they  arrive,"  faculty,  Mr. 
Edwards,  said. 

However,  this  may  only  be  a  short  term 
solution  due  to  the  limit  on  holding  cell  presence. 

"After  four  times  in  the  holding  room  I  notify 
an  assistant  principal  and  they  handle  the 
suspensions, "  Edwards  said. 

The  number  of  students  in  the  holding  cell  can 
range  from  as  few  as  none  to  as  many  as  60  in  one 
period  On  average  250-300  students  are  sus- 
pended per  semester  for  exceeding  the  limits. 

Hopefully,  the  aftermaths  of  cheating  and 
truancy  will  prevent  students  from  lowering  their 
standards.  High  school,  especially  at  North 
Central  is  full  of  learning  opportunity  in  the  class 
room  and  out.  The  administration  can  only  ask 
that  students  not  cheat  themselves  out  of  it.

School  is  a  big  part  oi  students'  lives.  Attending  classes 
and  studying  takes  up  the  majority  of  the  day.  Conse- 
quently, students'  study  habits  may  determine  their  success 
in  school.  Different  methods  work  for  different  students, 
but  they  are  all  unique. 

"When  I  come  home,  I  always  just  hang  out  for  awhile," 
junior  Ellen  Pactor  said.  "Then  1  turn  on  some  music  in  my 
living  room  and  do  my  homework." 

The  amount  of  homework  that  individual  students  do 
depends  on  their  classes.

No  matter  what  method  of  study  a  student  may  use, 
there  is  always  room  for  improvement. 

"I  would  like  to  try  to  be  more  productive  and  make  an 
effort  to  finnish  my  homework  before  9  00  each  night," 
Dinner  said  "Also  1  would  plan  ahead  in  the  week.  Many 
times  when  I  have  a  test,  I  don't  study  or  review  until  the 


day  before." 

However,  fun  classes  can  make  students  enjoy  themselves 
more  in  school.  When  they  have  a  good  time,  the  students 
are  more  likely  to  be  successful. 

"English  class  is  great, "  Pactor  said.  "English  is  my  favorite 
subject.  The  class  is  really  relaxed,  and  the  teacher  has  a 
good  sense  of  humor" 

Even  with  enjoyable  classes,  some  find  it  hard  to  keep  up 
with  their  classwork. 

"Sometimes  it's  hard  when  I  have  three  or  four  tests  in  one 
week,  or  sometimes  one  teacher  assigns  a  lot  of  work  which 
is  hard  to  do, "  Pactor  said. 

There  are  ways  to  finish  homework  and  relax  all  in  one 
night  according  to  one  student. 

"I  do  what  [assignment]  takes  the  longest  first  and  then  I 
take  breaks  after  finishing  each  assignment,"  Dinner  said. 

Students  may  not  find  school  pleasant  now,  but  it  will  pay 
off  in  the  long  run  if  they  work  hard  and  to  their  potential.

Waking  up  at  7:00  on  a  Saturday  morning  in 
order  to  be  at  a  test  site  is  nobody's  idea  of  a 
good  start  to  a  weekend 

Once  seated  with  a  pencil  in  hand,  answering 
questions  is  the  only  item  on  the  agenda  until 
about  12:00. 

SAT  prep  classes  are 
not  necessarily  for  first 
time  test  takers.  Many, 
like  Miriam  Ekhaus,  take 
the  class  before  their 
second  test  in  order  to 
bump  up  their  scores. 

The  classes  are 
offered  through  the 
College  Board,  Kaplan, 
and  others  among  our 
own  J.  Everett  Light 
saCenter. 

SAT  prep  classes 
have  grown  in 
populatiry  in  the  past 
couple  of  years  due  to 
the  average  score 
mTprovement  of  100 
points.   Some  classes 
even  guarentee  1 00 
points  better  or  a  choice 
between  you  money 
back  or  a  free  retake  of 
the  class. 

Senior  Miriam  Ekhaus 
is  one  such  student  who 
chose  to  attend  JEL's  class,  Miriam  took  the 
time  out  of  her  schedue  on  Tuesday  evenings 
and  Saturday  morning  s  to  attend  the  SAT  prep 
class. 

The  natural  assumption  of  this  class  is  that  it 
helps  you  study  for  the  college  entrance  exam, 
yet  this  is  wrong.   The  class  is  meant  to  teach 
the  strategy  of  how  to  take  the  exam 


A  typical  class  is  divided  up  into  two  halves:  a 
math  portion  and  an  english  portion  with  a 
seperate  teacher  for  each 

The  students  are  given  an  instrustion  book  in 
which  they  are  to  fill  in  the  directions. 

"This  helps  you  to  understand  the  directions 
since  you  hear  them 
and  write  them  down 
too,"  Ekhaus  said 

Along  with  this 
many  sample  tests  are 
given.  The  teachers 
go  back  over  the  tests 
and  if  there  are  any 
questions  they  review 
them  as  a  whole  class 
on  the  overhead. 

The  main  object  of 
this  class  is  to 
hopefully  score 
higher  on  the  SAT 
the  second  time 
around. 

SAT  classes  may 
not  be  for  everyone, 
but  it's  definitely 
proven  to  have 
positive  outcomes. 

Other  classes 
students  can 
participate  in  that  are 
not  school  related 
but  are  held  at  NC  include  study  sessions.  These 
allow  incoming  freshmen  to  get  a  personal  lesson 
on  how  to  study  for  exams  and  everyday  test.  The 
counselors  also  provide  college  nights  for  anyone 
who  wishes  to  get  a  head  start  on  the  application 
process  so  they  are  not  left  in  the  dust.

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Most  high  school  students  do  not  know  what  they 
are  going  to  wear  tomorrow,  let  alone  their  future 
careers.  Many  opt  to  take  basic  classes  that  will 
prepare  them  for  college,  where  they  can  then  select 
a  major  Some  high  school  students,  however, 
already  have  a  good  idea  exactly  what  they  want  to 
do.  For  those  who  want  to  pursue  certain  occupa- 
tions, such  as  nursing  or  graphic  design,  J.  Everett 
Light  Career  Center  offers  block  classes  concentrat- 
ing on  preparation  for  a  career  in  a  specific  field. 
Students  who  take  these  classes  are  often  highly 
motivated  because  they  know  what  they  want  to  do 
and  how  to  prepare  for  it. 

"1  take  health  occupations  because  I  want  to  be  a 
nurse  when  I  get  out  of  high  school, "  senior  Lacy 
Weaver  said. 

Weaver  feels  that  this  class  is  preparing  her  well 
for  a  career  in  the  medical  field.  Students  earn  three 
credits  per  semester  concentrating  on  subjects 
necessary  for  work  in  medical  professions  such  as 
nursing  assistant  skills.  Later  in  the  course,  students 
can  apply  what  they  have  learned  through  work  in  a 
hospital  or  clinic.  This,  like  most  vocational  classes, 
is  available  to  juniors  and  seniors.

Commercial  arts  provides  a  vocational  class  to 
students  interested  in  art  occupations.  It  focuses  on 
elements  of  design  and  applying  design  techniques  to 
projects. 

"1  took  commercial  arts  because  it  is  the  only  art 
vocational  class  and  I  plan  to  go  into  fashion  when  1 
get  older,"  junior  Rachel  Coble  said. 

Radio  and  TV  is  a  popular  class  for  many  students 


wishing  to  work  in  television  or  broadcast  on  WJEL, 
the  North  Central  radio  station.  After  the  first  year 
of  class,  students  may  operate  the  radio  station  if  they 
are  accepted  for  a  second  year  of  study.  Not  all 
students  take  radio  and  TV  for  broadcasting,  though. 

"I  want  to  make  movies  and  you  do  a  lot  of  editing 
and  learn  digital  editing  techniques,"  senior  Maeve 
Muller  said.  "I'm  mainly  in  it  for  the  editing  aspect " 

JEL  offers  many  classes,  some  for  students  and 
others  for  adults  learning  how  to  work  with  technol- 
ogy. Students  have  at  their  disposal  some  great 
opportunities  to  work  with  advanced  technology  in 
their  preferred  field.  For  those  learning  computer-

Publications  are  not  only 
frustration  and  problems. 
Being  a  member  of  staff  also 
gives  students  the  opportunity 
to  bond  with  one  another  and  experience  the  satisfaction  of 
completing  a  product. 

"The  most  rewarding  part  of  being  editor  is  the  end 
result  and  the  friends  I've  made  through  it  because  I  get  to 
work  with  a  lot  of  people  I  wouldn't  normally  experience, 
both  upper  and  lower  classmen"  Schaller  said. 

Yearbook  also  gets  feedback  from  the  editors  and  other 
Each  publication  strives  to  produce  work  that  is  both 


interesting  and  unique.  It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  create 
layouts  and  story  ideas  that  have  not  been  used  every  other 
year,  but  brainstorming  and  new  innovations,  such  as  color 
for  the  newspaper,  help  to  keep  work  fresh. 

"Our  goals  for  next  year  [on  Equinox]  are  to  make  it  more 
visually  appealing  and  to  make  it  resemble  a  magazine  more. 
We  want  it  to  be  more  contemporary,"  Aasen  said. 

Newspaper  constantly  searches  for  interesting  stories  and 
angles. 

"We  have  a  running  calendar.  When 
one  section  is  finished  with  stories  for  the 
upcoming  issue,  they  brainstorm  for  the 
next  issue.  They  take  a  sheet  home  and 
think  of  ideas  that  are  interesting.  We  take 
a  high  school  angle  on  things;  the  stories 
need  to  have  and  impact  on  the  students," 
senior  George  Srour  said. 

One  unique  part  of  being  on  a  produc- 
tion staff  is  the  production  nights.  While 
they  can  be  long  and  tedious,  they  are  also 
one  of  the  best  parts  of  the  job. 

"The  most  fun  part  of  being  an  editor  i:j 
the  times  when  the  staff  walks  out  at  ten  o 
eleven  with  a  finished  paper,"  Srour  said. 

Since  all  publications  are  student-run, 
they  don't  have  a  teacher  in  the  same  way 
as  normal  classes. 

"I'm  more  like  a  coach  than  a  teacher. 
I  give  suggestions  and  ideas,  but  I  don't 
actually  do  it.  It's  up  to  them  to  put  it 
together  and  do  it,"  adviser  Tom  Gayda 
said. 

Publications  are  not  as  easy  as  some  students 
think.  The  staff  is  graded  based  on  meeting  deadlines,  all- 
around  helpfulness,  and  class  participation.  Each  member 
must  cany  his  or  her  weight  to  make  a  successful  product. 
When  the  work  is  done,  it  is  worth  the  effort. 

"The  best  part  of  being  an  advisor  is  seeing  the  finished 
product  come  out  because  you  get  to  see  everybody's  hard 
work,"  Gayda  said.

S  Reaching  Out  to 
\    the  Community

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Learning  Unlimited,  otherwise  known  to  students  as  LU,  is 
an  educational  program  that  is  unique  to  North  Central.  The 
program,  started  in  1975,  "allows  kids  to  go  out  into  the  com- 
munity and  also  explore  a  career,"  Judy  Wegner,  Community 
Coordinator  said.  Wegner  is  a  very  important  part  of  the  pro- 
gram. She  acts  as  a  resource  for  students  to  help  find  the  path 
that  they  want  to  follow  for  their  community  project.  She  is  a 
cross  between  a  liaison,  a  gatekeeper  and  a  friend. 

This  nationally  recognized  program  has  given  students  many 
opportunities  and  a  chance  to  "represent  the  school  in  the  sur- 
rounding community,"  Mike  Cupp,  the  longest  staff  member 
in  the  program  said. 

Contrary  to  the  "slacking"  stereotype  "we've  always  been 
concerned  with  academics  just  as  much  as  any  regular  class, 
.  but  we  let  the  students  be  responsible  for  their  own  actions," 

isaid  Cupp. 
In  fact,  there  is  more  work  involved  in  an  LU  class.  The 
'l  requirements  vary  between  lower  and  upperclassmen.  The 
^1  freshman  and  sophomore  students  must  complete  two  com- 
A  munity  experiences  each  semester,  while  junior  and  senior  stu- 
J  dents  are  required  to  do  a  weekly  community  experience  reach- 
ing a  combined  minimum  of  16  hours, along  with  a  journal  for 
each  experience,   project,  and  a  completed  evaluation  from 
their  resource  person. 

Students  enjoy  participating  in  the  program  because  it  gives 


them  a  day  to  look  forward  to  in  the  week.  Every 
Wednesday,  LU  students  are  allowed  to  leave  the  build- 
ing to  go  to  their  community  site  for  the  periods  that 
their  LU  classes  fall  in  the  day, 

"I've  gotten  to  go  out  into  the  community  and  expe- 
rience different  things  that  I  wouldn't  have  been  able 
to  do  in  regular  classes,"  sophomore  Jen  Rettig  said. 
'Tve  gotten  to  go  to  nursing  homes,  participate  in  the 
Very  Special  Arts  Fair,  and  attend  the  Heartland  Film 
Festival  and  got  to  meet  the  producer  of  the  movie  we 
saw." 

The  reason  the  program  has  survived  for  so  long  is 
because  of  the  "strong  belief  the  teachers  have  in  the 
program  and  all  the  sacrifices  that  they  have  made," 
Cupp  said.  "We  know  we  are  in  a  special  program  and 
we  deliberately  make  ourselves  available  to  the  students. 
We  take  pride  in  it  and  nurture  the  program  and  work 
with  the  whole  kid." 

As  a  result  of  the  program  the  students  volunteer 
in  the  community  a  total  of  about  10,000  hours  a 
year  and  15%  of  the  student  body  is  involved. 
"Learning  Unlimited  is  a  wonderful  way  for  students 
to  explore  a  career  and  get  out  into  their  community. 
It  also  allows  the  student  to  learn  oustide  of  the 
classroom,"  junior  Tony  Papariella  said.

The  biggest  challenge  we  face  is  the 
numbers  and  the  time  There  are  so  many  students  who 
deserve  our  time  and  it  is  difficult  to  find  time  for 
everyone." 

Students  understand  that  it  is  difficult  to  deal  with  so 
many  problems.  Some  also  find  it  difficult  to  be  completely 
patient  when  they  are  stuck  with  an  incorrect  schedule. 

"I've  had  a  little  bit  of  a  problem  contacting  my 
counselor"  senior  Andrea  Walker  said  "They  haven't  always 
responded.  They're  too  slow,  and  they  don't  always  call  you 
down  when  you  need  them." 

A  lot  of  students  only  use  their  counselors  for  schedules 
until  senior  year,  when  they  become  important  in  college 
planning. 

"She  (Mrs.  Turner)  turns  in  my  applications  and  tells  me 
everything  I  need  to  know  about  college  because  I  bug  her 
every  day,"  senior  Lizzie  Schneider  said.  "She's  very  patient. 
Every  day  I  have  a  new  question  about  college  and  I  freak 
out.  1  give  her  applications  that  are  due  the  next  day,  and 
she  gets  them  in  on  time." 

Guidance  offers  other  services  outside  of  those  directly 
related  to  classes.  It  offers  conflict  resolution  and  Teenlink, 


where  students  volunteer  to  counsel  their  peers 
through  personal  problems. 

"I  work  for  Teenlink,  a  peer  counseling  program," 
junior  Ashley  Holder  said.  "I  think  it's  an  excellent 
service.  Students  always  know  there's  someone  here 
to  talk  to." 

in  addition  to  its  services  in  scheduling  and 
personal  problems,  guidance  offers  opportunities  to 
volunteer  and  plan  for  the  future.  Many  students  are 
helpers  in  the  guidance  office,  where  they  run  passes 
and  help  organize  Bles. 

A  unique  feature  of  North  Central's  guidance 
department  is  its  services  in  preparing  for  college. 
With  Carroll  Davis,  a  specialist  in  college  admissions, 
on  staff,  the  department  starts  informing  students 
early  on  how  to  prepare  for  college. 

"I  think  the  main  thing  we've  done  is  attempted  to 
educate  students  and  parents  in  a  way  unique  to  a 
large  public  school,"  Davis  said.  "We've  given 
students  of  each  grade  level  opportunities  to  work  on 
the  college  search  process.  The  change  of  behavior 
on  behalf  of  the  students  and  parents  is  the  greatest 
indicator  of  our  success— they  are  more  committed  to 
the  process,  which  is  a  positive  reflection  on  North 
Central." 

Taking  advantage  of  the  services  offered  is  crucial 
to  having  a  successful  experience  with  the  guidance 
office.  Students  must  seek  help  when  they  need  it 
and  be  willing  to  work  with  their  counselors  to  reach 
agreements   If  they  maintain  a  positive  attitude,  most 
people  will  not  have  problems.

The  Junior  Reserve  Officer  Training  Corp,  JROTC,  offers 
unlimited  opportunities  for  both  young  men  and 
women.  It  has  over  one  hundred  members  and 
continues  to  grow  rapidly. 

"The  courses  subject  entails  leadership,  first 
aid,  ding  abuse  prevention,  communication,  how 
to  march  in  a  ceremony,  how  to  wear  the  uniform, 
physical  activities,  U.S.  Military  history  and 
citizenship  or  civic  American  government," 
Colonel  Michael  Kelly  said. 

JROTC  provides  the  student  with  important 
militai7  background  and  gives  them  basic  skills 
for  life.  The  program  not  only  strengthens 
responsibility,  but  builds  discipline  and  promotes 
character. 

The  program  has  many  after  school  activities 
including  Color  Guard,  the  rifle  team,  drill  team 
and  Rangers.  These  various  organizations  focus 
on  different  aspects  of  military  training.  Color  Guard  per- 
forms at  home  football  games,  while  the  rifle  team  trains  to 
compete  in  various  competitions  which  test  shooting  skills. 
The  drill  team  meets  one  to  two  times  a  week  to  practice 
formations  and  memorize  drills  for  competition.

School  trips  provide  a  way  for  students  to  learn  in  a  different  environment  through  hands-on 
experiences.  Those  who  partake  in  these  opportunities  can  travel  anywhere  from  Chicago  to  Madrid.

Out  of  the  Spotlight

Watching  our  classmates  sing,  dance  and  act  perfectly,  it  looks  effortless.  Student 
performers  are  the  most  visible  aspects  of  the  Performing  Arts  department,  but  are  not 
the  only  people  involved  by.  There  are  many  people  that  do  not  appear  on  stage,  that 
help  make  a  production  fantastic  as  well.  Hours  and  hours  are  spent  perfecting  every 
little  detail  and  years  are  spent  developing  the  skill  of  our  student  performers. 

Many  of  North  Central's  student  instrumentalists  have  been  playing  their  instrument 
of  choice  since  middle  school  or  earlier.  Besides  taking  their  respective  Performing  Arts 
classes,  many  of  these  students  take  lessons  from  private  instructors.  One  such  student  is 
Wind  Ensemble  alto  saxophonist  Dylan  Ham.  Ham  has  taken  private  lessons  for  six 
years.  When  asked  about  playing  Ham  responds  that,  "It  takes  a  lot  of  time.  You  have 
to  learn  how  to  play  it  first,  once  you  learn  you  build  from  there  and  it  gets  easier  the 
more  you  play."  On  top  of  these  lessons  are  many  hours  of  practicing  at  home  getting 
every  note  perfectly  on  pitch. 

Do  not  think  that  band  is  the  only  way  to  go  for  a  creative  musical  oudet.  There  are  also 
the  nationally  renowned  choirs.  North  Central's  choirs  are  more  than  just  a  group  of  teens 
thrown  together  and  told  to  sing.  Many  of  them  have  taken  voice  lessons;  dance  lessons  and 
many  play  an  instrument  as  well.  Along  with  the  school's  choir  directors,  there  are  fantastic 
choreographers  that  make  the  show's  dancing  elements  superb.  These  choreographers  do 
not  have  to  start  from  scratch  though.  Many  vocalists  have  taken  dance  lessons  since  they 
were  able  to  walk.  "The  choreographers  that  NC  brings  in  are  really  good.  I  think  we  practice 
eleven  hours  a  week,"  senior  Dave  Rusk,  a  counterpoint,  stated. 

When  one  thinks  of  performing  arts  groups,  they  should  not  stop  at  singers  and 
instrumentalists.  The  actors  are  also  a  huge  part  of  this  group.  For  some  the  school  theatrical 
events  are  a  hobby,  but  for  many,  they  are  life.  Numerous  student  thespians  find  training 
from  an  acting  coach,  as  well  as  doing  shows  outside  of  school,  has  been  nonnal  to  them  since 
a  young  age.  Acting  is  their  passion,  and  for  many,  hopefully  their  future.  Wizard  of  Oz  cast 
member,  senior  Brad  Gardner  testified  to  the  rigorous  schedule.  "We  practiced  almost  every 
day  after  school  until  5:30  or  6  o'clock.  It  was  physically  tiring,  and  I  worked  up  a  sweat." 
Gardner,  who  played  the  tin  man,  said,  "I  hope  the  hard  work  paid  off  to  the  people  that 
watched  it." 

Among  the  teachers,  coaches  and  private  instructors,  there  are  other  key  people  that  play 
roles  in  making  North  Central's  performing  arts  ahit.  There  is  the  stage  crew  that  makes  play 
run  smoothly  as  they  creep  around  in  the  dark.  They  make  the  sets  look  dynamite  and  the 
lighting  perfect.  Many  of  these  people  take  one  period  out  of  their  school  day  to  learn  how 
to  build  sets  and  they  continue  to  astound  time  and  time  again  with  fabulous  scenes.  They 
don't  stand  in  the  spotlights,  they  run  them. 

And  finally  there  are  the  people  that  seem  invisible  to  the  process.  These  are  people  that 
donate  time  and  money.  They  help  publicize  and  encourage  students  to  be  the  best  they  can 
be.  Many  are  parents;  some  are  simply  patrons  of  the  arts.  Only  the  perfonners  themselves 
can  appreciate  what  these  people  do  to  contribute  to  their  success.

When  the  word  "team"  is  mentioned,  most  people  get  an  image  of  a  sports  team  in 
their  heads.  It  is  only  natural.  However,  Webster's  Dictionary  defines  team  simply  as  "a 
group  organized  to  work  together."  One  of  the  most  important  teams  at  North  Central 
does  not  compete  in  matches  or  games,  does  not  have  numbered  jerseys,  nor  do  people 
pay  to  see  them  perform.  This  team  is  stage  crew. 

Though  the  actors  get  most  of  the  recognition  from  the  audience  at  a  performance, 
what  you  don't  see  is  what  makes  or  breaks  the  show.  To  accomphsh  making  a  great 
show,  the  members  of  stage  crew  have  no  other  choice  than  to  work  as  a  strong  team. 
Being  responsible  for  everything  from  lights  and  sound,  to  sets  and  props  makes 
teamwork  imperative. 

Like  many  other  teams,  this  one  spends  a  good  amount  of  their  free  time  practicing 
and  preparing  for  the  big  game.  The  week  before  the  show,  known  as  "tech  week"  to  the 
crew,  can  be  so  much  more  than  overwhelming.  The  members  are  lucky  to  leave  the 
theater  after  five  hours  of  intense  work,  usually  around  ten  o'clock  at  night.  At  this  time, 
members  fight  to  stay  awake  to  complete  their  homework. 

Though  some  parts  of  stage  crew  are  more  tiring  than  others,  the  overall  experience  is 
one  of  a  kind.  The  members  see  the  production  through  a  completely  different  view  than 
the  audience  or  even  the  actors.  Paying  close  attention  to  every  change  of  stage  gives 
them  exclusive  information  about  theater.  Some  people  feel  that  being  on  stage  crew  is 
the  best  way  to  become  a  good  actor. 

Whatever  the  intentions  members  have  in  their  participation,  they  will  come  away 
with  more  skills  than  they  could  have  guessed.  Of  these  skills,  the  most  important  is 
teamwork.  Teamwork,  when  the  pressure  is  on;  teamwork,  when  others  are  desperately 
depending  on  you;  teamwork,  in  the  dark;  teamwork,  without  any  attention.  Often  the 
most  interesting  part  of  a  performance  is  what  you  don't  see. 
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THINKING  OF  WHAT  needs 
to  be  done  next,  members  of 
stage  crew  take  a  second  to 
figure  out  what  part  of  the  set 
needs  to  be  worked  on  next.

Prelude 
Nominee  Takes 
Home  First  Prize

Taking  home  a  Prelude  Award  is  an  honor  that  requires  years  of  practicing  and  rehearsing,  and  is 
something  that  many  people  with  special  musical  talents  dream  of  someday  receiving.

Some  singers  only  enjoy  singing  certain  types  of  music.  Others  enjoy  a  wide  variety  of  music  and 
songs.  But  Moya  enjoys  just  about  anything, 

"I  love  to  sing  Broadway  and  musical  theater  type  numbers,"  Campbell  said.  "I  also  like  pop,  country, 
and  basically  eveiything  else.  When  it  comes  to  my  music  I'm  very  versatile."

Following  a  state  championship  last  year,  the  girls  soccer  team 
had  an  unexpected  loss  at  sectionals.

After  becoming  the  first 
North  Central  girls  soccer  team 
to  win  state  in  1999,  the  2000 
season  did  not  measure  up.  With 
repeat  filling  their  minds 
throughout  the  season,  the  girls 
were  led  by  captains  senior 
Barbara  Berman  and  juniors 
Carolyn  Riggs  and  Liz  Jordan. 
They  easily  won  the  Marion 
County  tournament.  These  high 
expectations  and  over  confidence 
did  not  help  the  Panthers  in  their 
loss  in  the  first  game  of 
sectionals. 

"Everybody  expected  to  win, 
so  when  we  lost,  it  was  emotional 
and  shocking,"  sophomore 
Morgan  Matters  said.  "We  hoped 
for  so  much  and  we  didn't  get 
anything." 

The  2000  season  did  not  start 
as  smoothly  as  the  last  one. 
Team  captain  Carolyn  Riggs  was 
out  for  much  of  the  early  part  of 
the  season  with  a  hip  injury. 


Without  their  leading  scorer,  the 
Panthers  were  unable  to  develop 
the  chemistry  that  contributed  to 
their  success  the  previous  year. 

"It's  hard  to  win  state  the 
previous  year  and  lose  so  early  in 
the  tournament  the  next  year," 
sophomore  Leigh  McNichols 
said. 

The  roller  coaster  ride 
experienced  by  juniors  Riggs  and 
Jordan  will  not  be  over  if  all  goes 
as  the  team  expects.  The  juniors 
started  high  school  on  a 
mediocre  team,  won  state  last 
year,  and  lost  in  sectionals  this 
year.  Both  captains  plan  to  use 
this  year's  loss  as  motivation  to 
play  hard  and  win  the  state 
championship  next  year. 

"Our  loss  at  sectionals  was 
disappointing  because  we  got  so 
far  last  year,"  Jordan  said.

All  students  take  Health  and  Physical  Education  at  some  point  in  their  high  school  experience,  but  many  do  not 
get  a  chance  to  know  the  Health,  Wellness  and  Physical  Education  teacher,  Mike  Miley.  After  teaching  for  14 
years  at  White  River  Elementary  School  and  one  year  at  Eastwood  Middle  School,  Miley  came  to  North  Central 
where  he  has  been  teaching  for  17  years.

Miley  teaches  the  health  portion  of  a  three-part  course  called  Wellness  with  Jack  Gangstad  and  Terry  Feezle. 

"From  a  credit  aspect  you  receive  two  and  a  half  credits  for  two  class  periods,  so  you're  getting  a  free  credit.  It 
also  makes  it  easier  to  combine  physical  and  mental  health,"  Miley  said. 

Miley  is  quick  to  say  that  the  students  are  his  favorite  part  of  working  at  North  Central.
